Every airline passenger is entitled to over- 
head space, right? 

Wrong. On a typical domestic flight, six 
passengers share luggage bins that fit four 
wheelie bags, at most, leaving some fliers out 
of luck at a time when more of them are opt- 
ing to lug their bags, rather than check them, 
to avoid airline fees. 

There also are more passengers competing 
for that space because planes again are filled 
to near-record levels, the result of carriers’ 
capacity cuts and a rebound from last year’s 
recession. 

Boarding lines, rarely speedy, now often 
move in reverse when the last luggage bins fill 
and passengers are forced to back off a plane 
and return to the jet bridge to check bags. 

The next obsession, at least for passengers 
of Spirit Airlines, may be cramming items 
under airplane seats. The Florida discount 
carrier said Tuesday that it would charge 
customers as much as $45 each way to place 
bulky items in overhead bins, in an effort to 
get people on and off its planes faster. Other 
airlines will watch Spirit’s experiment. 

Airline staff and passengers still are try- 
ing to figure out how best to cope with the 
changes in boarding and behavior resulting 
from the new fees on checked baggage, which 
were widely adopted as the travel market fell 
into a tailspin in 2008. 

Since the start of last year, the number of 
bags checked at the boarding gate by Chi- 
cago-based United Airlines has risen nearly 
50 percent, while the volume of bags checked 
at ticket counters has dropped 18 percent. 
At American Airlines, more passengers now 
carry on bags than check them. 

“Flying definitely has changed over the last 
18 months,” said Tom Parsons, CEO of best- 
fares.com, a low-cost travel Web site. “It’s a 
roller-bag derby.” 

One year ago, when many flights were only 
two-thirds full, only four people sat in the six 
seats that share a bin. 

Now, “in effect, you have 50 percent more 
contention for overhead space. What’s fine 
for four people isn’t for six,” said aviation 
consultant Robert Mann, president of R.W. 
Mann & Co. 

“When you compare the storage space 
available on board today to 20 years ago, the 
per-passenger number has to be double, even 
triple, what it used to be. And, yet, it’s never 
enough.”

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CHICAGO’S CAMERA SYSTEM MAKES IT ONE OF THE MOST CLOSELY WATCHED CITIES IN THE COUNTRY

You've probably seen them at a park. Or on a 
street corner. Or in a school. 

In Chicago, surveillance cameras are just 
about everywhere. 

Tn less than a decade and with little oppo- 
sition, the city has linked thousands of cam- 
eras—on street poles and skyscrapers, aboard 
buses and in train tunnels—in a network cov- 
ering most of the city: Officials can watch video 
live at a sprawling emergency command center, 
police stations and even some squad cars. 

“T don’t think there is another city in the US. 
that has as an extensive and integrated camera 
network as Chicago has,” said Michael Cher- 
toff, the former Homeland Security secretary. 

While critics decry the network as the big- 
gest of Big Brother invasions of privacy, most 
Chicago residents accept them as a fact of life 
in a city that has always had a powerful local 
government and police force. 

And authorities say the system helps them 
respond to emergencies in a way never before 
possible. A dispatcher can tell those racing to 
the scene how big a fire is or what a gunman 
looks like. Ifa package is left sitting next to a 
building for more than a few minutes, a cam- 
era can send an alert. 

Cameras have recorded drug deals, bike 
thefts and a holiday bell ringer dipping his 
hand into a pot outside a downtown store. 
Footage from a camera on a city bus helped 
convince a suspected gang member to plead 
guilty to shooting a 16-year-old high school 
student in 2007. 

City officials from around the world have 
visited Chicago to see the system.

An unpublished study by the Washington- 
based Urban Institute found crime in one 
neighborhood— including drug sales, robber- 
ies and weapons offenses —decreased signifi- 
cantly after cameras were installed, said Nan- 
cy La Vigne, director of the institute’s Justice 
Policy Center. 

“It does stop people from coming out and 
acting the fool,” said Larry Scott, who lives in 
one of the city’s last remaining public housing 
high rises. 

He said residents rarely complain, unless 
they get caught for a minor offense or the 
cameras fail to record a violent attack.

“People were upset when that boy was 
killed by the 2-by-4 and there were no pic- 
tures,” he said, referring to the beating death 
of a high school student that was recorded by 
cell phone but not city cameras last year. 

Police say they usually hear from Chicago 
residents about the cameras only when they 
want one installed in their neighborhood or 
worry one will be removed. Such a claim is 
supported by an unlikely source: The Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union, which has criti- 
cized the use of cameras as an invasion of pri- 
vacy and ineffective crime fighting tool.

when they get a ticket [because of a camera} 
for running a red light,” ACLU spokesman 
Edwin Yohnka said. 

Although courts generally have found 
surveillance cameras placed in public don’t 
violate individuals’ privacy, Yohnka said they 
could too easily be misused. 

“What protections are in place to stop a 
rogue officer from taking a highly powerful 
camera and aim it in a way to find or track 
someone who is perhaps a former love inter 
est or something like that?” he asked. 

Aric Roush, director of information ser- 
vices at the city’s 911 center, responded that 
dispatchers see nothing officers wouldn't see 
if they were on the scene. 

“You can’t afford to put a police officer on 
every single corner [and] it is a lot more cost 
effective and efficient to put a camera where 
you don’t have eyes,” he said. 

Chicago residents tend to be tough on 
crime and are likely to support any tool police 
use, said Paul Green, a Roosevelt University 
political science professor. 

Mayor Daley, he said, “could put 10,000 
more cameras up and nobody would say any- 
thing.”

Shot before school

Danny Gilmore’s family had warned him to 
be careful when walking to school because his 
Austin neighborhood has been hit by a rash of 
shootings. 

The 14-year-old was with friends Tuesday 
morning when he ducked into a favorite con- 
venience store for some chips and juice and 
gunfire rang out. 

Danny fell to the sidewalk, shot in the shoul- 
der and the back. 

“Police were [asking] him, Are you OK? Are 
you OK?’” said Munzer Zidan, who works the 
counter at Stop N Save, 5606 W. Chicago Ave., 
where Danny was shot. 

The boy was rushed to Loyola University 
Hospital, where he was listed as critical but 
stable as of Tuesday evening. 

“We just need a lot of prayers,” the boy’s 
grandmother, Lucy Gilmore, said at the hos- 
pital. 

“There’s nothing else I can do,” said Esther 


Gilmore, Danny’s great- 
grandmother. “He was 
a good kid, I'll tell you 
that much. We all love 
him very much.” 

Law enforcement 
sources said one person 
was in custody but had 
no information about a 
motive. 

The shooting happened about 8:15 a.m. as 
Danny stopped by the Stop N Save as he has 
done just about every day for the past six to 
seven months, buying mainly chips and juice, 
Zidan said. 

Zidan, 31, said he heard shots and saw the 
boy lying on the ground several feet from the 
store. His two friends came running back into 
the store. 

“I was scared for my life,” Zidan said. 

Danny is a freshman at Douglass Acad- 
emy High School, 543 N. Waller Ave., about

a half-mile southwest of where the shooting 
occurred. 

Friends and neighbors say the Austin 
neighborhood has seen several shootings in 
the past week or so. The Rev. Ira Acree, the 
Gilmore family’s pastor, said Danny was told 
by his family to be careful when traveling near 
Chicago and Central avenues because of all 
the shootings. 

“You can’t walk on certain blocks or you’re 
going to get popped,” said Xavier Riles, a se- 
nior at Douglass Academy. 

Eric Donaldson, one of Danny’s friends, said 
he found himself stopping throughout the day, 
wondering if Danny was going to make it. 

“Tt hurt me because I used to hang out with 
him a lot,” the 15-year-old said. “He was really 
funny.” The two often would play PlayStation 
3, shoot hoops and study for biology tests to- 
gether. 

“T hope he gets better soon. I hope I see him 
soon.” 


Robber’s Red Line

A bank robber tried to escape 
Tuesday afternoon by fleeing 
through a busy downtown sub- 
way, but when a dye pack ex- 
ploded, it led to train diversions 
and CTA Red Line delays during 
rush hour.

MONTCOAL, W.Va. Rescuers held out 

slim hope Tuesday that four missing 
coal miners might have survived when a 
mine repeatedly cited for improperly vent- 
ing methane gas exploded, killing 25 peo- 
ple in the country’s deadliest underground 
disaster in a quarter-century. 

A day after the blast in southern West 
Virginia, desperate rescuers began boring 
into the mine in hopes of releasing poison- 
ous gases so crews could go in search of the 
men. 

But Gov. Joe Manchin said it could be 
Wednesday before much progress is made. 

“I don’t want to give anybody any false 
hope, but by golly, if I’m on that side of the

At the time of the explosion, 61 miners 
were in the mine, about 30 miles south of 
Charleston.

And 
the next thing you know, it’s just like you’re 
just right in the middle of a tornado,” min- 
er Steve Smith, who heard the explosion 
but was able to escape, told ABC’s “Good 
Morning America.”

DePaul, meet Coach Purnell 


DePaul’s recruitment of Oliver Purnell lasted 
about four or five days. And, apparently, it only 
took that long to convince the former Clemson 
coach that all the program’s problems can be cured. 

“Everything you could possibly need to build a 
tremendous basketball program is here,” Purnell 
said Tuesday as he was introduced as DePaul’s 13th 
men’s basketball coach on the school’s Lincoln 
Park campus. 

Purnell reportedly signed a seven-year deal 
worth in excess of $2 million per year, and he set a 
standard for the program that it has not come close 
to reaching in recent seasons. Between the regular 
season and the conference tournament, DePaul 
managed just two Big East wins in the past two 
seasons. 

“DePaul belongs in the elite of college basket- 
ball,” Purnell said. “DePaul belongs in the elite of 
the Big East. DePaul belongs as Chicago’s college 
basketball team. The commitment is clearly there;

That was never 
more evident than with Butler and Duke [in this 
year’s tournament]. We’re going to start there. If 
we can defend, we’re going to be in games.” 

DePaul athletic director Jean Lenti Ponsetto 
called Purnell “the perfect fit for DePaul, the city 
of Chicago and the Big East Conference.” 

Now all that remains is for Purnell to prove that 
the perfect fit can win games and restore some lus- 
ter to a program that has fallen on the hardest of 
times. 

“It’s been done here before,” Purnell said. 
“Therefore, there’s no question than it can be done 
again.”

Henry Rollins, the strong-jawed, inked-up 
former Black Flag and Rollins Band front- 
man, agrees he’s adding more comedy lately 
to his spoken word tours. But if you want to 
stay on his good side, don’t call the 49-year- 
old badass a stand-up comic. It’s not that he 
has anything against comedians; he just feels 
he’s not on par with comedy club regulars. 
Still, Rollins’ shows keep packing houses and 
enticing fans to come back for more. 
Whatever he’s calling himself, Rollins 
relies on traditional comedy techniques, 
such as physical humor, in his act. Think 
his 20-year evolution from raging singer 
songwriter to articulate comic sounds like 
an unlikely journey? We checked in with 
him 60 shows into his 112-show Frequent 
Flyer Tour to check out the funny business. 


How’s the tour going? 

It’s a hard show to put up every night and 
sometimes exhaustion sinks its teeth into 
me, but all in all it’s going very well. 


You’ve certainly evolved as a performer. 
How did you end up performing stand-up? 

I would never consider myself as such. I’m not 
funny all the time—it’s not a skill that I have. 
If I were to be in a comedy club with comedi- 
ans, I'd get slaughtered. I’ve been doing talk- 
ing shows since 1983. They started outdrawing 
the [Rollins} Band shows around the late ’9os. 


What topics will you cover in Chicago? 
Probably some freedom of speech issues, 
aspects of the Constitution, Civil Rights Act, 
Social Security Act, the last election. Travel 
I’ve done since I was there last.
